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Lions and All Blacks 
Share Carisbroock Tests 


Two weeks ago the British Lions were welcomed to Carisbrook. 
Today they are welcomed back again and a new welcome is issued to 
the 1959 All Blacks for the first test. Both teams are on a ground which 
has seen some magnificent battles between teams from Britain and New 


Zealand. 


Carisbrook has been the scene of 
three tests between teams from Bri- 
tain and New Zealand—in 1908, 1930 
and 1950. The All Blacks won the 
first in handsome fashion by 32—5 
but the next two were homeric 
battles with the results allowing 
Britain to square the rubber, for 
in 1930 the visitors won 6—3 after 
one of the greatest finishes in all 
test rugby history, and the 1950 
match was drawn. 


The 1908 match was closer than 
the scores, would indicate, but there 
was never any doubt as to which 
was the better team, for New Zea- 
land at that time was going through 
perhaps its finest era and its top 
players were some of the greatest 
of all time. 


The 1908 team from Britain con- 
sisted of players drawn from Eng- 
land and Wales only and the side 
was captained by A. F. Harding. 
The test was the fifth match of the 
team’s tour and its record to that 
time was two wins and two losses. 


But this rather disappointing re- 
cord for the visitors did not detract 
in any way from the interest taken 
in the first test, played at Caris- 
brook on June 6 on an excellent 
ground. 


New Zealand fielded a mighty 


team with J. Coleman, H. D. Thom- 
son, F. Mitchison, D. Cameron, J. 


Hunter, J. W. Stead and F. Roberts. 


in the backs, S. Casey, E. Hughes, 
W. Cunningham, A. H. Francis, A. 
Wilson, C. Seeling, A. McDonald and 
G. Gillett in the pack. 


Nine of them—Gillet, McDonald, 
Seeling, Cunningham, Roberts, 
Stead, Hunter, Casey and Thomson 
—were members of the immortal 
1905 All Blacks, the “ Old Originals.” 


Harding’s Anglo-Welsh team took 
the field with E. J. Jackett, R. A. 
Gibbs, H. H. Vassall, J. Ponty Jones, 
J. L. Williams, H. Laxton and J. 


Davey in the backs. Harding led 
the pack with the other seven being 
R. Dibble, W. L. Oldham, J. A. S. 
Ritson, P. J. Down, H. Archer, F. 
Jackson and G. V. Kyrke. 


The report of the match stated 
that apart from the onesidedness of 
the scoring, the game was one 
which would live long in the mem- 
ory. It was desperately fought with 
the powerful New Zealand pack 
calling the tune. 


The forwards dominated Harding’s 
pack and whenever checked when 
driving forward they shot the ball 
out to a back line which played 
almost to perfection. 


For New Zealand Roberts (2), Mit- 
chison (2), Thomson, Cameron and 
Hunter scored tries. Roberts (2), 
Gillett (2) and Francis kicked con- 
versions and Roberts also kicked a 
goal from a penalty. Gibbs scored 
a try for the visitors which Jackson 
turned into a goal. 


Before leaving this match and its 
report it is interesting to note that 
the scribe of the day had this to say 
in his comments: “Excepting the 
prices charged for admission, which 
were universally condemned as pre- 
posterous impertinence, the general 
arrangements were greatly to the 
credit of those concerned.” 


The prices were 2s to the ground 
with a seat in the grandstand 3s 
extra! 


SENSATION IN 1930 


It was to be 22 years again before 
a team from Britain was to visit 
New Zealand. This time the players 
were drawn from the four Home 
Unions and a grand combination it 
proved to be. 


As in 1908, the first test match 
of 1930 was played in Dunedin at 
Carisbrook. It was the ninth match 
of the tour and six victories had 
been scored by the side beforehand. 


Dunedin’s weather beforehand had 
been at its worst. Heavy rain had 
fallen and it was followed by snow. 
The day of the match dawned bleak 
and bitterly cold. Snow fell again 
during the curtain-raiser match. 


But there was no stopping those 
who wished to see the clash be- 
tween the nations. By the time 
the players went out on to the 
field 28,000 spectators had crowded 
into Carisbrook. 


Britain fielded the selfsame team 
which had one week = earlier 
trounced Otago by 33—9 in brilliant 
fashion. The backs lined out with 
J. Bassett, J. C. Morley, C. D. 
Aarvold, H. M. Bowcott, J. S. R. 
Reeve, R. S. Spong and P. F. Mur- 
ray. In the pack were D. Parker, H. 
Rew, H. O’H. O’Neill, J. L. Farrell, 
B. H. Black, J. McD. Hodgson, G. 
R. Beamish and Ivor Jones. 


New Zealand, too, had its quota of 
men whose names were bywords 
in the game all over the world. 
The backs were H. G. M. Nepia, 
G. F. Hart, F. W. Lucas, D. J. 
Oliver, A. E. Cooke, H. T. Lilburne, 
and J. J. Mill and the pack com- 
prised W. R. Irvine, A. I. Cottrell, 
W. Batty, E. R. G. Steere, R. G. 
McWilliams, J. H. Finlayson, W. 
E. Hazlett and C. G. Porter. 


In spite of the state of the 
ground play rose to brilliant heights 
at times. Britain had a territorial 
advantage in the first half owing 
to the penchant the visiting backs 
had. for opening up play from all 
angles. 


The match was only seven min- 
utes old when Reeve crossed wide 
out for a try after Spong had 
cross-kicked to his wing. At half- 
time there was no change with 
Britain holding to its 3-point lead. 


In the second half it was the New 
Zealand forwards who called the 
tune and the scores were levelled 
soon after the resumption of play 
when Hart flashed across in the 
corner for a try. 


Then the battle was really on. 
Minute after minute passed with 
first one side taking the initiative 
and then the other. The crowd’s 
excitement grew until it knew no 
bounds. 


A few minutes to go and Nepia 
put New Zealand right on attack 
with a series of great line kicks 
which took play to Britain’s line. 
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The home forwards sensed that the 
time had come for an all-out effort 
to turn a draw into a victory. 


A scrum went down almost on 
the goal line on the terrace side 
of Carisbrook at the Hillside Work- 
shops end of the ground; New 
Zealand hooked and Jimmy Mill 
had it and on the way to Lilburne 
went the pass; and 28,000 spectators 
went crazy. 


But the pass never reached Lil- 
burne! 


Ivor Jones cut it off and if the 
crowd had gone crazy only a frac- 
tion of i second before when it 
Seemed as if New Zealand was 
going to pull the match out the 
fire it went even crazier as one of 
the most dramatic moments in all 
test match history unfolded before 
the 28,000. 


Jones did not kick as so many 
expected he would. Away he went 
up the terrace touch and almost out 
of nowhere dropped the slight fig- 
ure of his right winger Morley. 


Only Nepia was in the way; Jones 
drew him and sent a_ perfectly 
timed pass to the man from New- 
port and Morley was on the way 
to score one of the greatest tries 
of all time. 


- Cooke came across in an attempt 
to cut him off and the crowd 
screamed as he appeared to be 
catching the British flier—but he 
missed and just by the merest frac- 
tion, as he dived for Morley’s flying 
heels. Britain had won and none 
could but cheer the side to the echo 
as the players left the field. 


Another 20 years pass and Bri- 
tain is again at Carisbrook to play 
against the might of New Zealand’s 
rugby. The day is May 27, 1950, 
and the Lions are playing their 
sixth match in New Zealand They 
had won the first thre@ but had 
lost the next two—against Otago 
and then Southland. 


FAVOURITES BEATEN 


New Zealand’s hopes ran _ high 
and the All Blacks were favourites 
to win.

And so the Lions and the Al} 
Blacks meet once more on a ground 
on which each has won one of the 
three test matches played between 
the two. Will one prevail over the

In New Zealand he has accom- 
panied the three Springbok teams 
which have toured the Dominion, 
three Australian and three Fijian 
sides as baggage man and masseur. 


Taffy is about 70 years young and 
is a remarkably fit man for his 
age—he would be a remarkably 
fit man even if he were 30 years 
younger—and has his training run 
every day. 


As baggage man with touring 
teams he has an arduous task, but 
with so much experience now he 
knows all the short cuts and has 
worked out a perfect system of 
labelling the many pieces of lug- 
gage which accompany — touring 
teams. .
